Frankfort, Ky.,lune H.-At 8 o'clock 
this morning McKenzie Todd, private 
secretary to Gov. Willson, sent word 
to all Frankfort newspaper correspon- 
dents to come quickly to the Executive 
office, where the Governor would 
be ready to announce his decision upon 
the applications for pardons made by 
James Howard and Caleb Powers. 

Not long after the Governor appeared 
and both men were pronounced pardon- 
ed.

OOOtey, state highway engineer, is 
planning on such a meeting, and if the 
necessary' arrangement can be made, 
aa now seems probable.

"It will be an expoaitlon of roadmnk- 
lng machinery and materials, with 
practical talks by men of wide expert 
> In the various details of the work 
In a large meeting of this kind much 
better results can be obtained than by 
the smaller local meetings because in 
1 a meeting aa we expect to hold 
the manufacturers will have exhibits 
of all kinds of machinery uaed lr, road 
making, and we can have speakers of 
wide experience at such a meeting 
which Is impossible for all of the 
smaller meetings.
